The 
position of this • government-h/as: not- 
changed in any respect and it would, 
welcome a settlement of the present 
disastrous conflict either by means 
of negotiations between the belliger- 
ent powers or through the medium 
of an international conference.

no matter which course is followed 
in making the -terms of peace, the 
one point on which the United States 
government will insist is that both 
Russia and Japan, shall in .the settle-^ 
ment live up to the terms of the un- 
derstanding to which. -both of them 
have subscribed, that .the integrity 
of China shall be respected and the 
equal right of all powers in China 
recognized, including distinctly "tlie 
open door."

territory as one state, gives statehood 
to New Mexico and cuts out Arizona. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—Prohibition 


of the liquor traffic ini the new state 
of Oklahoma, when the joint state- 
hood bill becomes law, will be the 
consequence of au. amendment adopt- 
ed by the senate this afternoon. 
The 


amendment, which was presented by 
Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, 
provides that the sale of liquor in 
Indian territory shall be prohibited 
for the period of twenty years. The 
amendment was adopted by a vote 
of 53 to 20. 


The Gallinger prohibition amend- 


ment covers the entire state of Okla- 
homa and Indian, territory as com- 
bined for statehood by the commit- 
tee bill. 


The senate adopted without divi- 


sion the, Eoraker •amendment to the 
statehood bill requiring -the submis- 
sion of the constitution. o£ the pro- 
posed state of Arizona to the voters 
£ the two territories of Arizona and 
New Mexico separately. 


Under the agreement 
previously 


reached the senatt entered upon the 
consideration! of the amendments of- 
ferred to the joint statehood hill im- 
mediately 
after 
convening today. 


That agreement provided that the 
entire day's debate be given, to the 
consideration of the amendments to 
the bill under the ten-minute rule 
and that °a vote should be taken upon, 
all the amendments and upon the 
bill itself prior to the adjournment of 
the day's session.
